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STORY ON OUR TEHRIK CONTACTS BUT IT HAS THE SOUND OF A 
PLOY TO THOW THAT ASGHAR IS THE MAN TO FORGE A NEW LINK 
BETWEEN BANGLADESH AND THE FATHERLAND. IF SO. IT 
APPEARS UNUSUALLY CLUMSY EVEN FOR ASGHAR KHAN.
